Lebanon is clear of any 
meaningful terrorist infrastructure 
from the Israeli border to the en- 
virons of Beirut in the west, and to 
the Bekaa Valley in the east. [Ff this 
situation can be mitintained, there 
will be no more Katyusha fire from 
Lebanon on the Galilee settlements. 
But the settiements and towns in the 
Galilee panhandle, the Golan 
Heights and the Jordan and Beit 
She‘an Valleys are still technically 
within cange from both Jordan and 
Syria, should these borders be re- 
opened to terrorist activity. Ter- 
rurist infiltration into Israel from 
Lebanon will become almost impos: 
sibly difficult; but our maritime 
border remains vulnerable. 

The absolute power the PLO 
wielded in the udministered Ler- 
ritories has been blunted, but not 
negated, given the influence on 
West Bank and Gavan politics from 
Arab -countries dedicated to keep- 
ing the Palestinian issue alive and ir- 
revecably opposed to Israeli annex- 
alion, even symbolic, uf these Ler- 
titories. The PLO will have a harder 
lime providing their sympathizers in 
the lerrilories with arms, ammuni- 
tion, explosives, intelligence and 
training, But money (which often 
wields as much influence us guns) 
will continue to flow in through the 
upen bridges and Swiss bunks, and 
materic! will get through 490, main- 
ly across the border with Egypt, 
which is dilficult to police, and by 
sea. Intelligence will be provided by 
summer visitors, returning students 
and PLO agents. 

Terrorist actions inside Israel 
should drop drumatically, provided 
that no PLO cells have been left un- 
discovered: but terror against [sraeli 
and Jewish objectives abroad will 
conlinue, and mast probably inten- 
sify, Abu Nidal, the rejectionist 
renegade from the PLO, is alive and 
operating out of Damascus. Libyan 
diplomutic bags as channels for ter- 
ror abroad remain immune, and the 
bond between the PLO and right- 
and left-wing terror groups ucross 
the world remain unbroken, 
pethaps even strengthened. 

The PLO maintains its official, 
and unofficial, but recognized, of- 
fices in almost every Arab capital,

True, Israeli ir power had forced 
the terrorists to dig deeper and hide 
behind school und hospital walls to 
protect themselves, but given the 
amount of destructive tonnage 
dropped by Israeli aircraft over the 
years, the overall effectiveness of 
acrial bombardment remains 
questionable, ; 

The battle for Beirut and the ap- 
plication of Israeli air power to that 
battle will become ἃ compulsory 
subject for military historians. The 
strikes were relentless, the aircraft 
used ullra-sophisticated, the ord- 
nance dropped highly destructive, 
the delivery systems the most 
modern in the world. Yet the 
11,000-13,000 terrorists and Syrians 
under siege in the city managed 
both to survive and to retaliate. 

Why, then, was'the air force used 
so extensively, especially given the 
diplomatic considerations and the 
human suffering caused by urban 
aerial bombardment?

point, why did the defence minister 
wait until the end of ike war tu 
achieve that goal? And why through 
an almost indiscriminate use of 
force which left hundreds of 
casualties among civilians but none 
of any reul significance among the 
terrorists? 


WHILE WHAT interests the army 
officially is the effectiveness of the 
bombs on their targets, beneath the 
surface more profound questions 
are being asked. This war has shown 
like no other just how fragile: the 
democratic structure of the IDF 
really is. It has also uncovered the 
delicate nuture of the army's 
relationship* with the defence 
minister on the one hand, and the 
government on the other. Given the 
defence minister's personal goals as 
opposed to the government's collec- 
tive ones, the IDF's top echelons 
often found themselves in a quan- 
dary at cabinet meetings, and in- 
volved in unprecedented question- 
ing of the orders handed down. 

As an example, one might cite the 
arguments in mid-June about 
whether or not to enter West 
Beirut. Sharon's view was clear, but 
it was not automatically accepted 
hy the IDF. A converse example 
can be found in last week's 20-hour 
bombardment of Beirut, where 
questions were raised but orders 
carried out until a surprised cabinet 
insisted thal they be stopped. 

For the first time questions about — 
the application of force have 
become a matter of national debate, 
and since the army Js composed of 
the nation, a matter of internal IDF 
debate. ᾿ 

Beyond searching for tactical \es- 
sons from the use of specific 
weapons beyond looking at the per- 
formance of the various branches of 
the security establishment, beyond 
reviewing the IDF's performance as 
a whole, Zahal is going to have to 
look at what this war has meant in 
terms of military performance vis-d- 
vis national consensus. The entire is- 
sue of how much debate is 

legitimate, the right of the army to 

question the government, and the 
soldier to question his orders, is go- 
ing to have to be discussed, And the 
conclusions are not going to be any 
less important than whether the 

Merkava tank performed well on 

mountain roads, or whether the at- 

tack helicopter proved Itself. 

In 1973, post-war national atten- 
tion centred on the element of sur- 
prise. After this war, the muin dis- 
cussion will be about who gives the 
orders and what are the limits of. the 
military's and the individual's right 
to question them. ; : 

{tis impossible at this stage to as- 
sess Operation Peace for Galilee, 
because the outcome isatill far from 
certain, There are no undisputed 
victors and no undisputed van- 
quished. It is not clear whether 
Israel has completed what it set out 
to achieve, or whether the opera- 
tion is still in progress. 

The only thing one can say for 
sure at present is that the waiting 
period should not be allowed to pass 
without conclusions being drawn by 
those who will decide the future, 
and those who will haye to execute 
government policy: without a long, 
deep look at the effect of this war 
on the men behind the machines 
and at the decision-making process 
which bred dissent, a

FTEEN minutes from the time

There were terrorists all over the 
beach, but they didn’t spot him 
while he crouched there, waiting in 
vain for his unit to return. Afler two 
hours he decided that there was 
only one way out: by sea. 

Roni comes from Beersheba, and 
by his own testimony is nol much of 
a swimmer, Nevertheless, he 
removed his boots, slipped noiseless- 
ly into the water and headed south. 
Swimming several hundred metres 
out where he wouldn't be scen, he 
couldn't make out what was on the 
beaches he passed. So two or three 
times he came in closer to get a bet- 
ter look, but went on when he found 
no one there.

One of the consequences of the war in 
Lebanon is. that the few Jews remaining in 
that country have been able to make contact 
with Israelis. S.T. MERAVI recently went to 
Lebanon to search out Jews and Jewish 
historical sites.

IN 1959 Aharon Zwi.Propes opened 
a new chapter in harp history by 
organizing the First Internutional 
Harp Contest. He was encouraged 
by the success of the Zimriah, es- 
tablished in 1952, which aroused the 
interest of choral groups abroad. 
Jewish choirs, and later non-Jewish 
choral groups started to come to 
Israel, at first once every three 
years and later biennially. 

The first harp contest created a 
strong echo in many countries. The 
most distinguished teachers were 
anxious to pafticipate, and a new 
generation of students arose to look 
at their instrument not only as one 
with which inf hap an orchestra but 
as a medium for solo and concert. 

Until then, very few had beef in- 
volved in solo careers, like Nicanor 
Zabaleta, the Basque harpist of in- 
ternational fame, who immediately 
became one of the foremost sup- 
porters and faithful friends of the 
Israeli Contest, French Lilli 
Laskine, or, perhaps; Clelia Gatti- 
Aldrovandi. In many countries, the 
harp is still only studied with the in- 
tent of joining an orchestra, since 
prejudice on the part of managers 
and audiences cause the royal in- 
strument to be unaccepted for solo 
performances. A few chamber 
music ensembles, usually in com- 
bination with flute and cello, exist, 
and hold cancerts in some 
countries. 

In Israel, the harp contest has 
caused a sort of revolution. Al the 
first contests no Israelis participated 
as there, were hardly any harp stu- 
dents al the academies, Only two 
positions are available in Israel: one 
at the Israel Philharmonic and one

A RECURRING complaint of 
Isracli artists is that lew galleries 
here ict with consistent, long-term 
trust, supported by pusitive PR and 
active salesmanship. Most artists 
must not only reat gallery space, but 
fave the additional burden of finan- 
cial participation in the promotion 
of the exhibit — and then forking 
oul up τα 40% of sales te the gallery. 
This causes artists to jump in- 
discrimiautely from one gallery to 
the next, in search of a professionul, 
und sympathelic, ear. 

Neomi Givon established her gal- 
lery only lust yeur; she has sue- 
ceeded in creating a pusilive ἐἰ- 
mosphere in which artists and art 
‘re treated with respect and under- 
standing. Having attracted a small, 
but intense group of knuwn contem- 
porary Israeli artists, working on the

In her latest show, Invitational 
182, «an intended summer annual, 
Givon has taken her professional at- 
litude one step further by eahibiting 
the works of 10 artists whom she 
does not represent, but who have 
solivited the gallery's response with 
an eye (o being admitted on a per- 
manent basis. 

Hannah Avitar's seven standing 
boughs, natural or painted black, 
project the jungle: accessorics of 
plumed feathers and ceramic facial 
details attached to vertical stands of 
Giocometti inspired forms. Next to 
them are two minimal drawings by 
Tubi Kahn, severe, steadfast and 
Catholic cathedral shapes in gold 
and vermilion, placed with resolute 
premeditation on textured fields of 
black or steel grey. On the opposite 
wall, one-time photographer 
Michael Rorberger has hung zany il- 
lustrations describing aggressive 

animal behaviour in a colourful 
manner that mixes Lifshitz with Al 
Capp. 

On centering the gallery’s lower 
level one is confronted by a bizarre 


installation by Philip Rentzler. The 
components are papier mdché, a 
“netherworld” figure (scooped out of 
Bosch and Ensor) roller skating on a 
precarious monorail, a wash tub 
filled with two live carp, tree-trunk 
seclions, eggs, a sluffed bird and a 
floor tarpaulin decorated with pink 


cupids in a Baroque manner.- 


Despite the varied visual associa- 
tions and psychological trappings, 
the shock quickly wears thin; but 
the memory lingers on. Rentzer’s 
sensationalism is deflated by 
minimalist photo studies of concep- 
tual landscapes by Zadok Ben David 
and a luscious combine by Dorit 
Feldman, whose coloured 
photographs and ceramic forms 
are crotically enticing — and rather 
blatant in their sexual symbolism:, 
abstracted vaginal conch shells with 
flamingoes rubber-necking in the 
pond are intensified by bleeding 
violets, pinkish reds, mauves and 
viridian, ull quite the opposite of 
Yeshayahu Gabal's bland loose 
sculpture, ἃ draped tent of fabric 
hung ceiling to floor.

last month at the Radius Gallery, 
depicts clouds and a rushing stream 
with two sculpted black swans 
plunked, death-like, in front of the 
backdrop. This picture works no 
better here than it did at Radius. It 
mirrors the curtain of a second-rate 
provincial [talian opera of the last 
century. 

Resnik’s abstract painting is 
dynamic and deals with the dilem- 
ma of painting. Abstract expres- 
sionism of the New York Schoo! 
shines through this stained canvas, 
highlighted by emulsion images and 
brushed thrusts and parries of wine- 
red and specks and dashes of pink. 
The energy generated by Resnik is 
unfortunately somewhat lost on Ilan 
Spiro-Tamir's electric blue, twinkl- 
ing, plywood chair and yellow box.

“MEETING IN JERUSALEM” is 
a coming together of eight Israeli 
artists with nothing in common ex- 
cept it satisfactory level of achieve- 
ment. Sume of them also show 
works on paper in the mezzanine 
gallery of this venue. 

Sara Insler (studied at the Bat 
Yam Institute) has been showing for 
over a decade. She makes lively, 
pleasant abstractions in largely 
primary or straight-from-the-tube 
colours, in a post-Nikel manner 
that, in her oil pastels, make 
references to flowers. Her contem- 
porary, Alice Blitenthal (Tel Aviv 
High School of Art, °73 and a 
sometime art critic) shows a number 
of nicely handled, well-drawn 
studies of nudes in conte crayon; 
and some boldly formalised can- 
vases of original composition, 
despite their seeming combination 
of Munch and Bram van Velde, But 
the canvases work better tonally 
than in colour. 

Ka Gertner (Avni Institute and 
| Art Teachers Seminary) shows in- 
, leresting abstract oils thal make 
! references to figures and faces and, 
in one notable case, to a rearing 
horse. Her palntings seem derived 
from collage studies, for many of 
the shapes, despite their succesaful- 
ly painterly treatment, often look 
like cutouts. Her etchings ore ef- 
ficient but far tess dynamic and 
original. 

Etty Lev (Ramat Gan School of 
Painting and Sculpture) has an ef- 
fective way of treating our urban 
landscape, mostly in the spiril of 
New Painting but also, in one oil 
pastel, in the more classic abstract- 
expressionist ‘calligraphic manner. 
Itzik Adi (who graduated from and 
now teaches at the T.A. High 
School of Art) shows rather dull 
cartoon-like drawings and concep-. 
tual photos of oil barrels being hing 
from a gibbet; the resuits are slight, 
to say the least. Far more effective 
‘Is a large conceptual installation by 
Freddie Fabian (graduate of the 
Avni Institute and head of the 
Ramat Gan school) which depicts a 
huge medaltion of a family album 
which has become a target for darts, 

Also of a conceptual nature is a 
room full of installations by Ziva 
Ron (another Bat Yam Institute 
graduate) of a rather cheaply 
cynical nature. Blackboards 
welcome first graders in traditional 
style, but ask them if they really 
want to grow up,.A series of posl- 
cards from a soldier lose a word 
each time and end up with nothing 
but a splatter of blood.

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Israeli war, the Jews of Lebanon en- 
joyed a situation unique in the Arab 
world. They were free to leave — 
and return — as they wished. They 
could also sell their property and 
lake their money out of the country 
if they so chose. The Lebanese 
Socialist Party was less sanguine 
toward the Jews, but the Christian 
parties generally saw to il thal they 
were nol discriminated against. 
Nevertheless, more and more 
Jews felt thal they had no future in 
Sidon. Beirut's Jewish community 
actually grew for a while, swelled by 
Jews from clsewhere in Lebanon 
and by Jewish refugees from Syria 
and Iraq. But by 1970 Lebanon's en- 
lire Jewish population was 


* reckoned at about 1,500, down from 


a high of nearly 10,000. And in 1975, 
the last Jewish family — but one — 
had left Sidon. 

The Levys occupy a spacious 
second-floor flat on the edge of 
Sidon's casbah. The apartment is 
virtually on the beach, with the 
maritime customs building just 
across the street. Downstairs is a 
fishmonger and a barbershop, both 
run by Palestinians and both good 
friends. of the Levys. The building 
on the corner is one of those 
awesome heaps of rubble that one 
secs in every Lebanese 
neighbourhood. 

We called on Yaffa Levy early 
last. Friday and found the house 
freshly cleaned for the onset of the 
Sabbath. The tiled floors shone, the 
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flowered chair- and sofa-covers 
were crisp and bright. Family 
portraits loom down from the high 
walls, The salon has a beamed ceil- 
ing and a tiny balcony which affords 
a view of the sea and the remains of 
the Crusader port. Cracks in the 
walls indicate the age of the house, 
but the place is comfortable. The 
Levys have a large TV. set and 
kerosene heaters. Mezuzot are fixed 
to every doorpost. And the pride of 
the salon is a large Aamnkkiah which 
Mrs. Levy says was made in 
Damascus many years ago. She 
adds that she lights olive-oil lamps 
every Erev Shabbat. 

Mrs. Levy serves her visilors iced 
date juice in wine glasses. She Is 
growing accustomed to Israeli jour- 


nalists and {DF troops coming by to 
gawk at the phenomenon of Sidon's 
sole Jews. But she is pleased to sce 
us, and speaks with animation. 

“Of course, it's very exciting to 
see Jews here again,” she says, hap- 
py to use what she recalls of her 
Hebrew. She studied the language 
as a schoolgirl at the Alliance 
Israelite Universelle facility not far 
from her house; the school today is 
occupied by Palestinians. She also 
kept up her Hebrew somewhat by 
listening to Kol Yisrnel. Her 
children, however, speak no 
Hebrew. French and Arabic are 
their first languages, and Michel's 
English is quite good as well. 

“TL was also very pleased to 
seceive kosher meat from the Israeli

soldiers,” Jamilla Levy continues, 
“We had a shocher in Sidon up until 
about [Ὁ years ago. Then we could 
get kosher meat maybe once a week 
from Beirut, But when the civil war 
started, even that was too difficuh. 

“And the same with matzet. ΟἹ 
course, when ! was a girl we would 
all bake our maizot together at the 
synagogue. That was so much fun. 
In later yeurs we would get marzur 
from Holland, via Beirut. But then 
came the fighting, and that was dif- 
ficull, too."* 


MRS. LEVY informs us that some 
of her relatives left years ago for 
Israel and that she has managed to 
kecp in touch with them by letters 
routed through relatives in other 
countries. Miche! then reveals that 
he has in fact just returned from a 
three-week visit to Israch. 

“{ stayed with my cousins in 
Holon,” he says, “and the Israeli 
authorities saw to it that 1 got to 
travel all over the country. [t's very 
beautiful — really very, very nice. ! 
enjoyed the visit so much.” 

But would he tike to live in Israel’? 
Michel readily admits that he sees 
no future for himself and his siblings 
in Lebanon, but he genuincly does 
nol know what his future will be. 
The family is obviously still reeling 
from the sudden options opened by 
the war; like everyone else, they are 
unsure about how things we going 
to develop vis-d-vs Israel and 
Lebanon. 

“Right now," Michel smiles, “I 
can think only about finishing my 
last year of school — assuming that 
the school year will open as it 
should. 1 have, you know, 
matriculation exams to face, Then, 
well, we'll just have to sce whal we 
do." He smiles again, shyly, his 
thoughts πὸ doubt on his mother, 
his sisters, the bedridden grand- 
mother in the other room. 

The Levys are enger to show us 
the synagogue. We go downstairs 
and Mrs. Levy is greeted by her 
Palestinian neighbours. She speaks 
with them, in Arabic, of course, and 
no doubt is answering the questions 
about who we are. The fishmonger, 
she tells us, is complaining that his 
son has been under arrest for 40 
days now, and he wants to know if 
we can look into his case. “His son 
never’ had anything to do with the 
terrorists,” Jamilla Levy says, ad- 
ding, as an afterthought: “At least, 
as far as { know.” 


‘WE WEAVE through the narrow 
switchback alleys of the casbah. 
Since it's Friday, most of the 
Moslem shops are closed. Mrs. 
Levy points out her husband's 
former tailor shop. “Here was the 
house of the Simantovs,” she says. 
“There, the Cohens. The Holilis had 
a shop over there, The Danas, the 
Politis...” 

She introduces us to various 
Palestinian neighbours and 
tradesmen, and she chats easily with 
them as we shake hands. By this 
time the inevitable neighbourhood 
urchins have collected and ure 
clinging to us like barnacles. 


τ “Shalom!” they meow, “Bonbon?” 


Unlike the IDF troops they have _ 
come to know, we unfortunately 
have no sweets for the kids.

We take our pic- 
tures, but few signs remain that this 
was ever in fact a Jewish house of 
worship. a 

Yet homes nearby heur the 
telltale mezuza niches. One house- 
wife does not want her house 
photographed, saying only that 
“there are no Jews here, haven't 
been for 100 years." Another 
woman, however, is more ac- 
comodating. She and her 
archeologist husband are not 
natives of the town, having 
retreated here from the civil war in 
Beirut, but she has heard that Jews 
once lived in Deir el-Kamar “many 
years ago.”

THE CHANCES are good that you 
have heard of Walter Benjamin but 
haven't read him. There are umple 
reasons for this. At his death in 1940, 
his manuscripts, nearly all in- 
complete, were scattered, His one 
published work — The Origin of 
German Tragic Drama (Trauerspiel) 
_ nut the grabbiest of subjects even 
for cognoscenti, appeared in 
translation only in 1977 (us far as I'm 
aware, il hasn't yet been published 
in America). His writing can be 
dense and even opaque. Susan Son- 
tag has described it memorably: 
“His sentences do not seem to be 
generated in the usual way: they do 
not entail. Each sentence is written 
as if it were the first, or the last." 

Yel the brilliant Frank Kermode 
regards Benjamin as the greatest 
critic of the century. And Susan 
Sontag finds him consistenily bril- 
liant. 

Four volumes of his writing have 
appeared in English in the past ten 
years; and now Gershom Scholem's 
Walter Benjamin: The Story of a 
Friendship (which reviewed in The 
Jerusalem Post on May 14, 1982) 
features on this year’s list from the 
Jewish Publication Society. Well, if 
by their publishers ye shall know 
them, Benjamin's audacious am- 
higuity has survived intact: his 
British publisher is New L cf Books, 
which asu coproduced this volume 
by Terry Eagleton. Schocken han- 
dies distribution in the States.

In other words, this book is the 
hodgepodge its secondary title 
would suggest; it's a heartless ar- 
tichoke of prickly Marxist and 
academic rhetoric, 

The “manner” of Benjamin has 
little to recommend it; it is 
redeemed by the originality of his 
perceptions. Mr. Eagleton, sorely 
lacking in this saving grace, suc- 
ceeds merely in heing unremittingly 
turgid. And somewhat cormipt. as 
well, since yoking Benjamin's name 
to his own theorizing should hype 
sales considerubly. (How many 
would purchase Eagleton's simple 
Towards a Revolutionary Criticisin? 
Yes, Benjamin is a real challenge to 
us all.) 

In the early part of his* book, 
giant-killing Eagleton takes on Τ. 5. 
Eliot and F.R. Leavis for their ad- 
miralion of Donne's naturalness 
and their disparagement of Milton's 
artificiality. Why? [t seems he 
perceives ἃ linkage belween the 
spontaneity of Donne's voice — 
which conveys “the thing itself" — 
and a transcendental view of reality. 

Since historical materialism 
knows the latter to be false, 
Eagleton rejecls any aesthetic
